Dover, England, March 5.—Twenty-nine officers and men 


of the German submarine U-8 were landed here from a British 
destroyer this morning. The submarine was sunk off Dover 
by a British flotilla at 9 o'clock last night. Until the announce- 
ment of the landing of the destroyed submarine's crew was 
given out it was supposed that the vessel had been sunk by a 
French craft as the first announcement was made by the 
French minister of marine. 


The submarine U-8 was built in 1908 and was a vessel of 


300 tons displacement. She had a speed of 13 knots above 
v/aver and 8 knots submerged. She was a sister boat to the 
(Vinous U-9 which early in the war sank the British cruisers 
Hoguc, Abonkia and Cressy in the North Sea and in October 
sent the British cruiser Hawk to the bottom.

The speaker advanced the well wo n 
argument (hat practically all taxes are paid by non-property 
holders in the form ofireiits.:and prices of.commodi Ues and 
contended that for this reason the .polWJax should be done 
away with.

That, people who do not own property pay a share ot. me 


taxes in an indirect way is true. It is a fact that so-called non- 
taxpayers should appreciate to* greater extent than they do, 
as with a possession of that,knowledge they might be less 
anxious and clamorous for fat,appropnations than they are. 
It is notorious that iivpractically;every city and town the men 
who pay poll taxes only are the'most'insistent upon large ap- 
propriations and the "slinging" of the public money, m the 
belief'that such a course "makes business" and redounds di- 
rectly to their own benefit. 
: 


While it is true that all have to pay taxes, directly or nidi- 


reclly, the exaction of a poll tax cannot justly be called bur- 
densome when there is taken into consideration the benefits ( 
and Sad vantages enjoyed by those who pay poll taxes only. 
They have the benefits of hie schools, the public libraries, 
playgrounds and parks, of well kept and well lighted streets 
add the protection of the laws. Any man, especially one hav- 
injr'a family, who objects to the payment of a poll tax under 
such conditions is extremely lacking in appropriation and un- 
worthy of the privileges he and his family enjoy. 


"No more should be heard about the abolition of the poll tax. 


The payment of this small tax by men owning no taxable 
property should be regarded as a privilege rather than a bur- 
den and to their credit be it said that niost of them are doing 
less-complaining than the restless agitators who are constantly 


^ on llie'lookout for an'"issue."'•.,'..'• 


Where the collection of poll taxes is too expensive the hiult 


rests with the city or town. The law provides for the collec- 
tion of this as well as other taxes, and should be invoked when 
necessary. There is no injustice in the poll tax, and the, propo- 
sition to abolish it is contrary to common sense and common 
' justice.
